EXCELLENT WORK DONE 


BY LOCAL OFFICERS 


Various Police Departments of Reno 


Share the Honors for 


the Arrests 


Two of the criminals who escaped 


from 
Foisom 
penitentiary, 
J. 
W. 


Woods and Joseph Murphy, have been 
captured in this city, Murphy being 
taken Sunday night and Woods yes- 
terday morning. 
To Deputy Sheriffs 


Maxwell 
and 
Sharkey belongs the 


credit of the taking of Murphy, while 
Chief of Police Leeper and Constable 
Wilson effected the capture of Woods. 


These officers all displayed great 


bravery and cool headedness and are 
being complimented by their friends 
for accomplishing what the California 
officers did not succeed in doing. 


All day Sunday the officers were on 


the qui vive. 
A telephone message 


arrived from W. O. Craig, the trailer, 
who picked up the tracks of the con- 
victs at the Ruffner ranch and who 
followed them on their devious way. 


By the way, Craiig is a man of won- 


derful nerve,- clear headedness 
and 


perseverance. 
He lives near Mon- 


terey and has been a free lance all 
through the man hunt. 
He picked up 


the trail at Davisville and after Offi- 
cer Ferrel returned to Reno he went 
on ahead single handed. 
From the 


summit of the Amador grade into Hope 
valley he followed the five convicts. 
Since the 12th of August he has been 
at their heels, apparently knowing no 
fear. 


When they went Into Lake valley 


the bunch split, three going to Phil- 
lips station for lunch Friday, and two 
to Glen Alpine springs Saturday. The 
party of three are supposed to have

of 
Murphy, 
Miller 
and 


Woods. 
They went to Carson valley 


to the Park ranch, arriving- Saturday 
evening. 


Monday two of 
them struck the 


Martin ranch, two miles from Gard- 
nerville, wher.e Murphy worked sev" 
eral days, Miller lying around. 
They 


left Martin's last Saturday morning. 


The convicts disposed of their rifles 


in Carson valley, Mr. 
Craig found 


them with an Indian on a ranch Sun- 
day morning. He phoned the numbers 
and description of 
them to Carson, 


where an officer wired to the Foisom 
penitentiary. 
The reply came 
that 


they were the rifles taken. 


Mr. Craig mounted a bicycle after 


finding the rifles and rode in from 
Gcirdnerville Sunday behind the con- 
victs, reaching town ten minutes after 
the battle at the bridge in which Mur- 
phy was captured. 


The messages from the south caused 


the officers to plan 
their 
campaign 


when the convicts should reach the 
city. 


Another message came from Carson 


that the convicts had left there 
the 


night previous and still another say- 
ing that two of them had taken break- 
fast at Ophir that morning. 


Sheriff Hayes, who was at Bowers 


mansion, came down on the V. & T. 
train on receipt of the news, but un- 
fortunately did not know that the two 
convicts had boarded 
the train 
at 


Steamboat, geting off at 
Huffakei-s, 


but several of the passengers recog- 
nized them and thus more news was 
received in Reno of the progiess of 
the escapes. 


About 9 o'clock "Red" Williams and 


William Welfitt, two special deputies, 
phoned in that the convicts had just 
passed the Southeside tavern, at the 


| edge of town. " A few minutes later 
' occurred the battle at 
the 
bridge, 


which is described elsewhere in 
this 


article. 


The Capture of Murphy 


In the capture of Convict Murphy 


on Sunday evening 
the 
telephone 


played a prominent part. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock Sunday af- 


ternoon a message was received at 
the 'sheriff's 
office 
from 
Ca.rson to 


the effect that two men answering 
the descriptions of Convicts Murphy 
and Miller had spent the best part 
of 
Saturday at the place, leaving 


there early in the evening in the di- 
rection of 
Reno. 
Further inquiry 


from this end elicited the fact that 


the two men had stopped for break- 
fast Sunday morning at Ophir, and 
had headed in this direction. 


Sheriff Hayes was at Bowers man- 


sion, about two miles from Ophir, and 
the quickest way to reach him was 
by 
train. 
Chief 
Deputy 
Sharkey 


caught the southbound local on the 
fly, and informed Sheriff Hayes as to 
the message from Carson. 


The sheriff secured a conveyance, 


and, accompanied by his deputy, drove 
to Ophir, where confirmation of 
the 


intelligence from Carson was obtain- 
ed. 
The officers scouted around for 


a considerable time, and 
took 
the 


train for Reno, being convinced this 
was the objective point of the escaped 
convicts. 


In the meantime Deputy Maxwell 


had secured a conveyance,, and work- 
ed from the Reno end of the line. 
He 


was accompanied by "Red" Williams 
and Wm. Welfitt, two special deput- 
ies, 
and left the boys 
about a 'mile 


south of Huftakers with instructions 
to report to Reno. 


At about 6.45 a telephone message 


from Steamboat sent by W. O. Craig, 
who had been trailing the escapes 
from the California side, announced 
the fact that borh Murphy ana Miller 
had boarded the train at that point. 
Deputy Maxwell, who had 
just re- 


turned from his trip to the south end, 
immediately repaired 
to the depot, 


and thoroughly inspected the arrivals 
and afterwards 
searched the neigh- 


borhood . 


Shortly before 
9 o'clock the tele- 


phone got gay some more, and told 
the watcher at the jail that the two 
men had just passed the Southside 
tavern, kept by John Devlin, on 
the 


Virginia road. 


Sheriff Hayes and posse started for 


that place at a 2:40 gait. The escapes 
evidently saw them coming, for they 
cut across lots toward the Virginia 
and Truckee track, and headed to- 
ward Reno. 


All'the biidges spanning the True-! 


kee in this 
vicinity were 
strongly | 


guarded, and the hunted •• men, closely 
pursued by the 
sheriff 
and posse, 


turned west on Mill stieet from the t 
railroad track and headed for the iron | 
bridge. 
i 


Just here again the telephone was | 


in evidence 
A ei»!l was sent 
the 


sheriff's office to the effect that the 
convicts could be 
expected at 
the 


bridge in a very few minutes. 


Deputies Sharkey and Maxwell, who 


had just returned from an unsuccess- 
ful 
scout, made a rapid sprint for 


the bridge, and crossed to the north 
end. 


They had hardly reached the objec- 


tive joint when two men were seen 
coining across the east walk. 
Both 


weie walking rapidly. 
As they ap- 


proached the 
deputies it was seen 


that the shoiter of the two—Miller— 
was some ten feet in advance of his 
Companion. 
Tha 
officers 
ajUowed 


Miller to pass, as they were not sure 
as to his 
identity. 
When Murphy 


came within the glare of the light

Sharkey made the remark, "That's the 
inialn," and Murphy had 
two ugly 


looking guns swung within a foot or 
his head. 


Murphy attempted 
to 
draw 
his 


weapon, an overgrown rapid-fire piece 
of lead distributor of the 45-calibre 
size and Colt extraction. The weapon, 
however, was 
held too 
fast by a 


rwaist belt for quick action, and be- 
'fore Murphy really knew he was in a 
mixup it was all up with him, as Offi- 
cer Maxwell grabbed him as though 
he was a cool million dollars and he 
didn't want to lose the same. 


Miller, seeing his companion had an 


invitation to 
tarry awhile, made 
a 


break for the porch of the Salvation 
Army barracks, and Maxwell turned 
a dose of lead in his direction. Miller 
made a misstep, and rolled headlong 
to the bottom of the steps on 
the 


east side of the porch. Sharkey tar- 
ried just long1 enough to make sure 
that Murphy was secure, and, turning 
to Dwight Jones, called on him to go 
with him, at the sarrje time giving 
Mr. Jones his revolver, and the two 
started after Miller. 
Upon reaching 


' the bottom of 
the 
steps, Sharkey 


struck several matches in an endeavor 
to find footprints that would lead to 
the direction of the fugitive. 


Deputy Maxwell, accompanied 
by 


Francis Wright and 
the 
unwilling 


Murphy, made a quick trip to the jail, 
where Murphy was stripped and iden" 
tiflcation made sure, after which the 
convict was locked • in one of 
the 


strong lower cells. 
The prisoner had 


nothing to say regarding his compan- 
ion, but was very talkative regarding 
himself, and especially so as to his in- 
ability to get his gun out on time, de- 
claring that there would have been a 
hot time if he'd had it his own way. 


From 
all 
indications 
yesterday 


morning Miller must have rolled un- 
der the steps and crawled up under 
the porch, as the earth indicated that 
someone had laid there for some time, 
and Miller's hat was found just along- 
°s"ide"*the wallow'. 


Capture of Woods 


Constable Wilson had been scan- 


ning every strange face since the word 
arrived from Irailer Craig that 
the 


convicts were headed this way. Short- 
ly before noon yesterday he saw .1 
man enter Hanna's barber shop and 
determined to get a second look. A 
glance increased his suspicions and he 
•went into an adjoining business house 
and rang up Chief of Police Leeper, 
infoiming him of the man and ask- 
ing him to bring: the photographs of 
the Foisom escapes. 


As soon as they were Mio\\n him 


he said: 
"It is Woods without 
a 


doubt." 


The two officers entered the barber 


shop and threw their guns on 
the 


convict. 
At the chief's command he 


suirendei ed 


While Offlcei 
Wilson guarded the 


door 
the chief 
kept "Woods covered 


while Barber DeHart finished the Job 
and without cutting him, either. 


No weapons were found on him, but

Constable Wilson's Statement 


Constable W>ilson, who discovered 


the presence of Woods in Reno and 
who co-operated with Chief Leeper 
in his capture, tells the 
following 


story: 


"I first noticed Woods passing the 


Western Union Telegraph 
office. 
I 


was quite positive he was one of the 
escapes, but did not have the de- 
scriptions with me. 
I watched him 


enter the barber shop opposite The , 
Journal office and followed him into 
the shop to get a closer look. 
f 


"When I entered there was a man 


in the chair getting a shave. Woods ' 
was sitting down reading a paper.. 


'I picked up a paper and pretended 


to 
read while 
scrutinizing Woods. 


When the chair was vacant Woods 
said "Go ahead, I 'am in no hurry." 
I said I merely wanted to look at the 
papers. 


He took the chair and as soon as 


he was lathered, I 
sauntered 
out 


carelessly and went next door and 
phoned to Chief Leeper to come at 
'once and bring the descriptions, as I 
believed I had located one of the con- 
victs. 
-I svas afraid to 
leave 
the 


ground'to get my own set of descrip- 
tions. 
When the chief met me we 


went together to the shop. 


"We went up 
to Woods and the 


chief asked him 1C he was aimed. HP 
sti (lightened up !n the chair and said 
"No." 
We searched him as he sui 


in the chair. I then handcuffed him. 


"The 
barber 
motioned 
toward 


Woods' coat, which laid rolled up on 
a chair. I picked it up and found the 
gun. 
It was evident that AVoods saw 


the game was up and m.ule no resis- 
tance from the first." 


The Chief Interviewed 


Chief Lee per, whon s°pn by a Jour- 


nal leporter, said: 
'i 
\\ris sitting In 


my office \\hpn I ipcelvecl a telephone 
from Constable Wilson, asking me 
to 


come up to the bai ber shop, opposite 
The Journal offlce.that one of the con- 
victs •« as being shaved there. 


"Taking my gun, T 
ran 
up and, 


meeting Wilson, we wont to the bar- 
ber shop. 
We went in quickly and i 


stepped behind the chair and 
com- 


manded him to throw up his hands. 


"Woods jumped out of the chair but 


I had him covered. 


"I asked Woods if he was nrnu'd. 


He said 'No!'- I told him to sit down 
in the chair again and allow the bar- 
ber to finish shaving him. I then told 
Wilson to handcuff him as he sat In 
the chair, which he did. Woods' coat 
laid on a chair rolled up. 
I examined 


it and found a 45-calibro Colt's revol- 
ver . 


"Woods asked 
me what 
-he was 


wanted for. 
I asked him if ho didn't 


know there was a law against carry- 
ing concealed weapons. 
Tie said if 


that was all he guessed ho could puy 
the fine. 


"On the way to the jail he admit- 


ted he was one of the escaped con- 
victs and said as he expected to hang 
he only asked 
to be given 
decent 


treatment for the short limp he haa 
to live." 


The Man Who Shaved Woods 


D. W. UeHart, the 
barber 
who 


shaved 
Woods, 
substantiates 
the 


above story as well as that of Chief 
Leeper, with the addition that during 
Wilson's absen&e ;.'. short 
dark man 


came in and spoke to Woods saying 
something about going to get a drink 
and having a check cashed, in a dis- 
tinct voice, then stepping up spoke 
in a whisper something he could not 
hear. 
Woods turned to the barber 


and said, "once over will do me." 


Mr. DeHurt said he took plenty of 


time as he suspicloned 
something. 


AVoods asked who Wilson was, but he 
professed ignorance and Woods seem- 
oil satisfied, but neivous.

DEATH O.F A. C. CLEVELAND

HERE is no man who has ever made a 
footprint 


on the soil of Nevada whose death will cause more 


heart pangs throughout the Jength and breadth of the 
State than that of A. C. Cleveland, who passed away at his 
ranch In Spring Valley last Sunday afternoon. Deceased 
•was a pioneer of the territory and State and was as thor- 
oughly identified with the development and progres of the 
commonwealth at. any man who ever resided within its 
toordeis. He was a leader among men; possessed of a 
strong and logical mind and a spirit of enterprise and de- 
termination which naturally brought him to the front in 
political and all other public affaiis and made him one of 
the most prominent figures of any in the history of the 
State. 
He was a man of strong convictions, with not 


only the courage but the honesty of them; a staunch and 
steadfast friend and a generous and magnanimous enemy 
In the few cases where he incurred displeasure in his active 
and eventful life. 
He twice lead a forlorn hope as the 


chief executive candidate of his party in Nevada, and al- 
though twice defeated he carried -\vith him to the end the 
respect and esteem of his political opponents, whose ad- 
miration he won by his txmrteay and strictly honorable 
course in the campaigns. 


Deceased \\tis a native of the State of Maine and about 


62 years of age. He leaves a wife, but no children . The 
Journal joins \\ith the entire community in extending to 
the bereaved widow its heartfelt sympathy in the daik 
"hour of her affliction.

OSEPH PULriZER of the New Yoik "Weald has donat- 
ed $2,000,000 for a school for journalism at Columbian 


University. In our opinion Mr. Pulitzer might have placed 
the money where it would have been of more practical 
use as an educational fund. The gi eat journalists of Eu- 
lope and Ameiican have been untrained 
There has never 


yet been a thorough school foi journalistic training. There 
c;aii be none. The development of the journalist must be 
through human experience. Looking at our o\\ n countiy 
alone, it must be admitted th.tt the newspaper service has 
been oi the highest, that some of the gieatest newspa- 
per men that the world has ever k'nov. n have been devel- 
oped here, that journalistic thought fund expression in 
America, with all its faults and all its crudeness, has been 
the real expressive agency of the people. Journalists can- 
not be made to pattern anymore than poets. Schools of 
journalism may turn out men trained along certain lines of 
worth and value rn newspaper •ssorU, but the real journal- 
ist, who is to mold, and influence public sentiment, who 
is to take the part the men of the past have taken in the 
development of his country's affairs, will not be the pro- 
duct of any school of journalism. Pulitzer was not, Hor- 
ace Greoley was not, neither was Sam Davis, Allen Bragg 
or even the.editor of The Nevada State Journal.

that officer's life that he had to give 
up the chase of the five men because 
reinforcements failed him at the criti- 
cal time. 


Last evening an amusing Incident 


incident occurred. Just as the city 
council was adjourning a message was 
phoned in to the effect that a convict 
had been seen on Scott stieet. Ihe 
chief gathered two councilmen, the 
city attorney and a reporter into 
a 


posse, and, accompanied by Assistant 
Chief McNellly, set out 
for 
Scott 


street. 


It was learned that a man had rush- 


ed up to Mis. Laveago's residence, 
pounded on the door and called out, 
"Let me in quick. I want something 
to eat." He was not admitted. 


A few minutes later a couple 
of 


shots -wete fit ed a block 01 two from 
the posse. 
Deputy Ed 
Kyle came 


running up to the posse, exclaiming-: 
"There is a convict in the brush back 
of Allcnbach's house. I just now took 
a shot at him and he returned 
the 


fire." 


By this time a shei iff's posse had 


come up and the score or 
more of 


armed men commenced 
to beat the 


brush. 
Nothing was discovered. 


The cattle corials v,as the scene of 


the next false alarm and finally the 
scene of action ^\\as transferred 
to 


Vista. 
In answer to a bit of infot- 


mation a special 
loaded with man 


hunters ran down there. 
They found 


a stranger in the brush, but he did 
not prove to be one of the party need- 
ed. Thus the search kept up all night. 


All the departments of police are 


working on the cast and the honors 
thus far are even. 


Murphy's Story 


When first approached for an inter- 


view, Murphy was loath to make 
a 


statement, saying that he was not 
seeking notoriety and the whole affair 
was to him anything but a. dime novel 
escapade. He had no thought of emu- 
lating Jesse James or his late success- 
or, Tracy. 
When assured that his 


story would be given as he told it he 
consented to tell what he knew. 
His 


story -\\as practically as follows: 


"I was a volunteer in the Spanish 


war and served during 
the Cuban 


campaign in Roosevelt's Rough Rid- 
ers and afterwards transferred to the 
Philippines. I do not care to give the 
number of my regiment as it might 
lead to the discovery, by friends, of 
my present plight anjl I have no de- 
sire to cause trouble to those v\ho 
are still dear to me and who are ig- 
norant of 
my whereabouts 
I was 


discharged at the Presidio in June, 
1901. 
After various vicissitudes of 


fortune, I was finally taken up on a 
charge of burglarizing the Grand Ho- 
tel at Martinez. 
I was accused of 


taking a box containing $60 in nickels 
although at the trial the box was 
measured and it was found it would 
hold but $34. 


"While waiting for trial, with four 


others, I dug out of jail and was at 
liberty for a short time. I was five 
months awaiting trial. 
I was con- 


victed and Judge Wells gave me 1 
years, within one year of the limit 
for the crame. I attribute this to the 
fact of the jail break. 


"I was only at Folsom about three 


months when the break'came. 
Being 


a newcomer I was not taken into the 
confidence of the gang that led the 
break. If - there' was a conspiracy 1 
knew nothing of it, and had never 
heard it talked of.' 


fourteen years ahead of me I was, of •well, 
course, looking for a chance to get 
away and thought I saw it. 
I took 


I the chance and have tried my best 


to get out of the country. I have suf- 
fered tortures the past month and 


, although I suppose I may hang for it, 
! I would not go through it all again 
for my liberty. 


' 
"The story of the break has been al- 


ready told in the press as I have seen 
in the papers along the way, and it is 
substantially correct. 
In the rush T 


secured a Winchester rifle, which 
I 


i threw away the next day, having no 


ammunition for it. 


"I also got a Colt's revolver, which 


was taken from me last night. It was 
loaded and later on I was given 26 
rounds of cartridges by others who 
had secured them and divided up. 


All thirteen of us stayed together 


until the fight at Pilot Hill when the 


ang broke up. 
I went alone and 


never participated in any of the fights 


grabbing his gun, but he divined my 
intentions and made me stand back. 
Now that it is all over, I am glad it 
turned out as it did. I have killed 
nobody in this affair, and whatever 


, happens to me as a result of this, I am 
' glad I did not end it by killing Max- 


which occurred later. My course was- 
;enerally eastward as much as I could 
make it for the numerous posties who I 
kept crowding me. Many times I have | 
am in the brush and saw them pass 
within a few feet of me. 
I kept in 


the hills for three weeks alone, cffcca- 
sionally coming across a camp where 
I secured provisions, but was never 
seen. On one occasion I-robbed a hen 
cost and was so weak from hunger 
that the chicken threw me down by 
ts fluttering. 
On another occasion 


I went in the back door of a house 
and got provisions when a posse of 
ten were talking- 
to the 
owner in 


front. 


'I saw none of the gang after Pilot 


Hill until Miller walked up to me as 
I was siting by the road on the sum- 
mit above Carson valley. 
I recog- 


nized him at a distarice and let him 
come up. 
We went down into the 


valley and Miller went to work on a 
ranch, while I laid around in the brush 
keeping guard over him and watching 
for officers or 
posses. 
I was with 


Miller just a week. 
Last Saturday 


we left Martin's ranch and walked to 
Carson, arriving there about 11.30 
We made up oui minds that we had 
better put up a bold front, instead 
of sneaking around back streets. We 
walked up the main street and had 
dinner at a restaurant 
and 
loafed 


around town all afternoon, going into 
a saloon and watching a card game 
for a while. 
Several times we saw 


the officers, but they seemed to pay no 
attention to us 
This emboldened us, 


nnd to this fact I attribute our un- 
doing. 
We were over-confident. 


"We left Carson late in the after- 


noon and followed the railroad track 
all the way to Franktodn, walking a 
short distance apart to avoid am- 
bushes . 
At Franktown we had din- 


ner and a drink at the hotel. Con- 
tinuing on our way we kept on the 
railroad all the way to Steamboat, 
keeping out of sight, of course, but 
not visiting any house. 


"At Steamboat we boarded the ex- 


cursion train. 
We took the 
front 


passenger coash. We intended to pay 
ou'- fare, but r.o conductor showed up 
nnd as the car was crowded we stood 
on the front platform. 
At Huffakers 


.- r> got off and again took the railroad 
ti.ick, following it all the way into 
Reno. 
We came up Mill street for 


a distance, intending to . go directly 
through the main street, as we» had 
clone at Carson, believing 
that the 


safest plan. 


"A short distance down Mill street 


from Virginia we saw a man follow- 
ing us rapidly on horseback. 
He was 


met by some one in a buggy, coming 
in the opposife direction. 
This look- 


ed suspicious and we turned to 
the 


right toward the river through a cor- 
lal to the river bank. 
We walked 


up to the bridge and took the foot- 
path. 
We stopped about half way 


across to watch, a couple of men who 
came up the street we had just left. 
As they went into the hotel we con- 
tinued on our way. At the end of 
the bridge I met my Waterloo. Miller 
was ahead and the last I saw of 
Miller he was falling over the end 
of that porch of what th'ey tell me is 
the Salvation Army hall.

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Interview With Woods 


"The beginning of my trouble was 


in 
the 
Philippines," 
said 
Convict 


Woods last evening to a Journal rep- 
resentative. 
"I killed a Filipino and 


took his horse. This horse was cov- 
eted by aj lieutenant of another com- 
pany and was taken from me. 
As 


any other man would have done, I re- 
sented It. 
Bad blood existed betweex 


us until in August of 1900, when the 
captain of my company was kiiled. 
After this I knew that my existence 
in the army would be a living hell, so 
deserted. 


"Owing to a technicality, a. mixed 


court, both volunteers and regular of- 
ficers, being unconstitutional, I was 
pardoned by President McKinley. 


"A peculiar circumstance 
on my 


trip from the Philippines is that my 
present pardner, Murphy, was one of 
the guards that brought me over. 
I 


.t Alcatraz island on the 26th 


of June, 1901, was released August 5th 
of the same year. 
I stayed in San 


Francisco till the 10th of December, 


arrested for beating 
a 


previously done me an 


injury, in company with others 
A 


charge 
of 
highway 
robbery 
was 


brought against me. The man stated 
at the hearing that nothing was_ taken 
from him and his watch was found 
where we were fighting. My bond was 
fixed at 15000, which I was unable to 
raise. I was tried before Judge Cook 
In the Superior Court on the 24th 
day of January, 1902. The trial start- 
ed at 10:30 and two hours later I was 
under a life sentence. 
Police were 


the witnesses, only one having seen 
me before and I think that probably 
the lieutenant formerly referred 
to 


was home from the Philippines and 
had something to do with my case. 


I was sent to Folsom on the 27th 


day of January, 1902. It was eigh 
teen months to a day when I broke 
jail. 


"The board of parole seemed to take 


no interest in life timers or long- 
termers. 
The work on the rock pile 


was anything but a pleasant task and 
I made up my mind that I would have 
my liberty or die in the attempt. 
I 


did not 
propose 
to have 
my life 


ground out by degrees. 


"Sunday, the 26th day of July, we 


decided to make the break and Mon- 
day morning we escaped. 
We sur- 


prised the officers and captured them. 
We stood them all up in a corner and 
talked to the warden and captain, ex- 
plaining 
to them what we wanted 


them to do, that is, pass out of the 
gate and protect us in so doing. 


"After getting- outside, we 
made 


him order the arsenal opened and we 
armed ourselves 
We took the war- 


den and the other freemen one hun- 
dred and fifty yards. He was too fat 
to travel and we turned him loose. 
For doing so we were thanked very 
kindly by the warden. 


"We took the rest of them with 


us and it was rather amusing to hear 
them beg to be released. They plead- 
ed the illness of wives, mothers, sis- 
ters, sweethearts and children as 
a 


motive for their desire to be set free. 
•They seemed to forget how they treat- 
ed us when they were on top. We 
did not ill-treat the freemen that were 
with us, outside of taking them with 
us. 
At a distance of ha}f a mile we 


released the captain of 
the guards, 


Mechanic Ward and the 
warden's 


nephew. 


I want to say right here that Ward 


is a good man, a gentleman every 
inch of him and we had no desire to 
do him harm or inconvenience him. 
We changed clothes with him at this 
point. 
It looked odd to see Captain 


Murphy, for whom, no man 
in the 


crowd had any liking, hiking his way 
back to the prison with nothing 
to 


protect him but a shirt held up rn 
front 


"From there we went on our way 


and crossed the Mormon Island bridge 
tour miles from the prison and were 
fired on. 
No damage was done on 


either side, so far as I know. All of 
us were weak from prison fare and the 
exercise we had gone 
through and 


were unable to travel the rough coun- 
try, so we turned northwest. This is 
the place we got the wagon and four 
horse-team. -The man took us as far 
as Pilot Hill and there "we got din- 
ner. 
We proceeded on about a mile 


when we were again fired,on. Here 
one of our men was killed, at leas 
he was wounded.\.He .turned a ,-44- 
calibre guii on himself and r blew hi! 
brains out. T'wo horses [were also kill- 
ed, which again -left us afoot, u Wi 
could not do effective ^ work" in thl:

"We then took to the' "mountains

as every trail I took brought me 
again to the lake. 


"Finally I struck the railroad track 


and followed it into Truckee, getting 
there day before yesterday. 
I 
ar- 


rived in Reno Sunday night in 
the 


early part of the evening, somewhere 
between 8 and 11 o'clock. I came in j 
on a freight train. 


"I spent the night in a new house, 


being built somewhere, I think on the 
bridge street (Woods probably meant 
Virginia.) 


"It had no room and I got pretty- 


cold before morning. I took breakfast 
at the Palace restaurant and paid 25 
cents for it. 
I then 
took 
a look 


round town and thought Reno would 


be a good place to locate in, its only 
disadvantage to a man in my fix being 
he officers. 


"I guess it is all off with me, and 


n the name of humanity I wish 
to 


say a word, for the poor devils that 
vill be left at Folbom after I am gone. 
n the first place the food is so poor 
hat it -nil) scarcely sustain life. 
The 


tasks are hard and there are little or 
no prospects for the future. 
It is a 


hard 
outlook, indeed, for 
the life 


timer. 


'Were you there, my friend, and had 


to endure what they have to endure, 
ou would do as I have done and rath- 


er suffer death than submit. 


'All a man has to do to curry favor 


with the warden or other officers, is to 
tell either lies or the truth and he 
will be rewarded with better victuals 
or a softer job. 
The demoralization 


of character in the prison is _what 
sends the most of the men back there. 
I think the grading system would tend 
to ele-sate, as it would give an incen- 
tive to the men. The system, I mean, 
s stilpe, check and blue in uniforms, 
the stripes being denied all privileges, 
th> checks, or second grade being 
treated ordinarrly decent. 
The man 


on entering gets the checks. 
If the 


behavior is good it goes to blue and 
he gets all privileges such as letter- 
writing, reading material, etc. If un- 
ruly in the eyes of the officers and 
not the stool pigeon, he is degraded 
to the stripes." 


On being asked how Seavis left the 


crowd, he said 
"Seavis was 
not 


blindfolded, nor in any manner mis- 
treated and I also see by the papers 
that Seavis has been accused of wish- 
ing to kill all the freemen we had 
with us. 
This is a mistake. 
Seavis 


was not listened to any time, had 
nothing to say in regard to such mat- 
ters and would have t>een told to shut 
up if he did.

"Changing pasture seems to have 


a beneficial effect and stops the rav- 
ages of the disease." 


The governor called attention to the 


law passed last winter compelling the 
burning of the carcasses of animals 
suspected of having died from anthrax 
and 
burying them six 
feet under 


ground. 
He stated that while the 


disease may not be anthiax, the law 
should be complied with as though it 
were for the general good of all
